Baltimore, Md., Sept. 15.—Sena- 
tor O. BE. Weller was renominated in 
Maryland's Republican primary, 
Tuesday, belated returns tonight as- 
suring him of 83 votes out of 147 
in the nominating convention, or 
nine more than necessary. 

A wet, but not flaunting it in the 
campaign, he lost five of the six 
legislative districts in Baltimore to 
Representative John Philip Hill, 
who ran as a “wringing wet,’’ but 
the senator carried 16 out of the 
State’s 23 counties. Hill carried 
five and quite likely two which had 
not been heard from—wWorcester 
and Howard. 

Representative Frederick N. Zihl- 

man, chairman of the House Dis- 
trict committee, defeated his oppo- 
nent, George Louis Eppler, more 
than 2 to 1 in every one of the five 
counties in the Sixth Congressional 
district. 
Addison E. Mullikin, Weller’s 
gubernatorial candidate, was as- 
sured of the necessary 74 conven- 
tion votes on the face of available 
returns. : 

In Baltimore city, Gov. Ritchie, 
renominated on the Democratic 
ticket, ran approximately 9 to 1 
over his opponent, William Milnes 
Maloy, who had the indorsement of 
the Antisaloon league and Maryland 
Law Enforcement league, and in 
the counties ran more than 4 to 1 
ahead of him, Maloy not carrying 
a single county. 

Where Hill Lost Nomination. 

Hill’s greatest upset came in 
Cecil and Talbot counties, the for- 
mer the home of his campaign man- 
ager, former Senator Joseph I. 
France. He lost Prince Georges 
county by 47 votes out of a total 
of 3,131 votes cast. With this county 
and Cecil and Talbot he would have 
won. 

Humphreys carried four districts 
in the city and Mullikin two. 

In addition to his own renomina- 
tion and the nomination of Mulli- 
kin, who was his candidate for gov- 
ernor, Senator Weller also won com- 
plete control of the Republican 
State central committee, which 
gives him control of the State and 
city Republican machines. 

Hill carried his own congressional 
district, the Third, in Baltimore 
city, and his candidate for Con- 
gress, Dr. John J. MeGmAy. was 
nominated there. 

Humphreys carried his Rowen 
county, Wicomico, and F. Bladen 
Lowndes, who was affiliated with 
Hill and Humphreys, is credited 
with having. carried both Howard 
and Allegany counties for Hill. 

Weller Is Gratified. 

Senator Weller, who was receiv- 
ing returns from the primary at his 
home in Washington today, late this

New York, Sept. 15 (By A. P.).—— 
Present Senate rules provide a sinis- 
ter instrument quietly and contin- 
ually used by individuals and mi- 
norities to modify for personal and 
political purposes the form of cur- 
rent legislation of all kinds, Vice 
President Dawes declared here to- 
night in an addyess at a dinner of 
the radio industries. Gen. Dawes 
asserted that at times the open fili- 
buster seemed to be engaged in only 
as a reminder to the majority of 
what the minority as individuals 
could do to other legislation if they 
were not appeased by its modifica- 
tion. 

“Over all the deliberations-of the 
Senate hangs as a cloud the menace 
of the selfish use of this power,” 
the Vice President said. ‘‘Time and 
time again are its deliberations in- 
terrupted by the threat of its use. 
Time and time again do the repre- 
sentatives of a nonpartisan major- 
ity unsuccessfully plead with and 
beg individual senators not to block 
the proper transaction of necessary 


business because of their dissatis- 


faction with the status of other 
matters often ot personal and 
trivial. 

“At times the whole Senate waits 
while the leaders of both the minor- 
ity and majority parties negotiate 
with recalcitrant senators, for what 
—for the right of the Senate to fix 
a time for a vote un important legis- 
lation. Such a situation would be 
absurd if it did not concern matters 
of such public import as to make it 
tragic.”

Mr. O’Connor cited the American 
law authorizing railways to give 
preferential rates to freight destined 
for shipment to foreign ports in 
ships under the American flag. 

“I need not dwell upon the bene- 

fit to American shipping if we at- 
tempted to invoke this law,’ he 
said. ‘‘We have not invoked it.” 

Mr. O’Connor urged the neces- 
sity of greater economy on the part 
of all nations in operating ships, 
and said there should be a division 
of territory so\that ships will not 
have to sail with only part cargo.

WITH HER BROTHERS. 


UN MURDER CHARGE 


Slain Rector’s Cousin 
Also Is Accused by 
Grand Jurors. 


WOMAN IS SURPRISE 


'Saw Henry Stevens in New 
Brunswick the Day After 
Killing, She Says. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Somerville, N. J., Sept. 15.-—Mrs. 
Frances Stevens Hall and three of 
her kinsmen were indicted today 
for the murder of her husband, the 
Rev. Edward W. Hall, Episcopal 
rector, and Mrs. Eleanor Mills, his 
choir singer, at a trysting place on 
the Phillips farm near New Bruns- 
wick. The three relatives indicted 
with Mrs. Hall are Henry , Stevens 
and Willie Stevens, her brothers, 
and Henry de la Bruyere Carpen- 
der, her cousin. 

Henry Stevens, the 
sportsman, awaited arrest, 
came at 8 o’clock tonight, at his 
home. Sheriff John Grant, with 
State police and county detectives, 
made the arrest. Stevens was 
taken first to Toms river for ques- 
tioning, as the. officers knew de- 
fense lawyers woulhl be waiting at 
Somerville to protect him, after he 
had been booked and _finger- 
printed. 

Indications late tonight were 
that Mrs. Hall would not be placed 
under arrest until after she pleads 
within the next few days to the 
indictment against her. 

The indictments were returned 
by the April grand jury, sitting in 
almost impromptu session, four 
years and one day after the crime’s 
commission. Henry Stevens was 
indicted on the testimony of a new 
surprise witness, Miss Mary Dem- 
arest, of Highland Park, N. J., who 
ewore that she saw him in New 
Brunswick on the morning of Sep- 
tember 15, 1922, the day after the 
murder. 

Miss Demarest's story seemed to 
shake Henry Stevens’ alibi, which 
had stood for four years. 


First Story Shaken. 


Two weeks ago Special Prose- 
cutor Simpson partly smashed the 
alibi when he forced five neighbors 
of Henry Stevens at Lavellette, N. 
J., to back down on their previous 
declarations that they had spent the 
‘murder night fishing with Mrs. 
‘Hall’s brother on the beach at 
Lavellette. Simpson had held back 
Miss Demarest as a surprise until 
almost the last minute. He had 
called more than twenty witnesses 
before the grand jury between 
10:30 a. m. and 4:20 p. m., when 
he submitted the case and left the 
juryroom. 

The grand jurors deliberated ten 

minutes and took one ballot, which 
was said to have been unanimous 
for indictments of all four persons 
named. 
The names of those indicted were 
not publicly announced but quickly 
became known, and it likewise be- 
came public that all four are named 
in each of two true bills, one charg- 
ing the murder of Dr. Hall and 
one the murder of Mrs. Mills.

MARSHALL MEMORIAL 
HIGHWAY IS PLANNED 


Road Through Shenandoah 
Park Proposed as First 
Link in Project. 


A memorial highway from coast 
to coast is being proposed to honor 
the eminent jurist, 
whose interpretations of the United 
States Constitution are immortal 
for their value.

Hiram W. Evans made known at 
the conclusion of the order’s bien- 
nial convention in Washington aw 
ditorium yesterday. 

Asserting .he was speaking offi- 
cially, the klan head made this 
known to newspaper men after a 
meeting from which they had been 
excluded. At the meeting a resolu- 
tion, presented earlier in the day, 
was adopted, calling on the govern- 
ment to maintain a hands-off policy 
in Mexico’s religious war. Dr. 
Evans was authorized to name a 
committee to present the resolution 
to Secretary of State Kellogg. 

The United States government’s 
attitude should be that of solely 
protecting citizens in their prop- 
erty rights, the resolution set forth. 
It expressed the klan’s sympathy 
for: the Calles government in its 
‘efforts to free the people from 
stultifying foreign influences, to 
popularize education of the masses, 
and to establish a government of 
the people, by the people and for 
the people.’’ 


U. 8S. Should Not Interfere, 


“‘For more than 100 years the 
people of Mexico have been strug- 
gling for independence from Euro- 
pean religious and political influ- 
ences in government,” the resolu- 
tion said, ‘“‘such influences being 
largely, if not entirely, responsible 
for the ignorance and squalor in 
which the masses of Mexico have 
lived and continue to live.’’ 

It is the sense of the klan, ac- 
cording to the resolution, that this 
government “in no way should in- 
terfere in the internal affairs of the 
Republic of Mexico except for the 
protection of the rights of American 
citizens, guaranteed by internatiqn- 
al law, or for the preservation of 
the Monroe doctrine from infringe- 
ment by*European powers.”’ 

The resolution, the only one said 
to have been adopted, was declared 
to have been adopted overwhelm- 
ingly. It was presented in open 
meeting and indications were it 
would have been adopted unani- 
mously at the time, but the presid- 
ing officer ruled it first had to go 
to the resolutions committee. 


Changes in Constitution, 


Some changes in the order’s con- 
stitution, said to be in order to 
make it more workable, also were 
made. 

Dr. Evans, in his interview, also 
made known that the klan is out 
of sympathy with Mussolini’s gov- 
ernment. Referring again to the 
reported cablegram sent by Musso- 
lini to the State Department, asking 
for action against antifascist meet- 
ings in this country, the imperial 
wizard said the klan would oppose 
this country going any further than 
the enforcement of its statute laws. 

It will oppose any action favor- 
able to the fascisti which goes be- 
yond this, he said. 

If the European nations do not 
want to pay their debts let them 
repudiate them on¢e and for all, Dr. 
Evans said, but a writing off of 
them by this country, he said, would 
be bad for the country as a whole. 
It would tend to make the individ- 
ual weaken in his financial obliga- 
tions, he said. 

The Klan wholeheartedly is in 
favor of prohibition, but does not 
consider it the only law of the land, 
Dr. Evans said in effect. His point 
was that merely because one candi- 
date is a dry and the other a wet 
the ion would not support the dry 
necessarily.

London, Sept. 15 (By A. P.j.-— 
Reviewers give much space in the 
papers today to Rudyard Kipling’s 
new book, just published by McMil- 
lan. It is a collection of poems, 
boyss’ stories, verse fragments and 
stories of the war and post-war pe- 
riod. The book is entitled ‘‘Debiis 
and Credits.”’ 

One poem particularly attracted 
the attention of some _ reviewers 
who see in it an obvious allusion 
to America in connection with the 
great war. The poem is ‘entitled 
‘The Vineyard,’ and the first and 
concluding verses are: 


At the eleventh hour he came, 
But his wages were the same. 

As ours who all day long had trod 
The winepress of the wrath of God. 


Since his back had felt no load, 
Virtue still in him abode; 

So he swiftly made his own. 
Those lost spoils we had not won. 


We went home, delivered thence, 
Grudging him no recompense, 
Till he portioned praise or blame 
To our works before he came. 


Till he showed us for our good— 
Deaf to mirth and blind to scorn— 
How we might have best withstood 
Burdens that he had not borne! 

One story, entitled ‘‘The Prophet 
and the Country,’’ depicts, in a 
farcical Way, an ‘American explain- 
ing a great film he is projecting 
whi\h is to show America, because 
of prohibition, passing in a few gen- 
erations under complete domina- 
tion -of ‘‘the leveled bayonets of 
Europe,” as the Indians came un- 
der the sway of the whites in 
America.

PARIS; FRENCH PROTEST 


Third Official Complaint * 
| Made as Threatening 


| Charge Is Issued. 

Rome, Sept. 15 (By A.._P.).— 
Orders issued to the fascist party 
by its directory today refer vehe- 
mently to the French attitude in 
refusing to accept any responsibil- 
ity in the case of Gino Lucetti, 
who came from France to make his 
attempt against the life of Premier 
Mussolini. The orders say in part: 

“The land of France, for whose 
safety some of our 500,000 war 
dead fell, has beén for years the 
most hospitable land for all those 
hatching in their perfidious hearts 
hatred against Italy.”’ 

“It is there,” the orders con- 
tinue, ‘“‘that spirits are excited, 
bombs are built, and those people 
are instructed who later will en- 
ter Italy to’ attempt the life of the 
head of the Italian regime, all this 
can not longer be tolerated.” 

The orders declare that if France 
desires to continue friendship with 
Italy, as the latter desires, she must 
change her line of conduct. At any 
rate, after what has happened, Italy 
will keep a sharp watch at the fron- 
tiers and receive people such as 
Lucetti with “guns in hand.’ 
Fascismo must still consider itself 
mobilized, and if connivance should 
be found between subversives in- 
side as well as outside Italy regard- 
ing the attempt against the pre- 
mier, ‘‘then the fascisti will know 
how to act.’’

RESCUERS REACH BODIES 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 15 (By 
A. P.).—Eight workmen met death 
300 feet under the bed of the Mis- 


souri river here today in an ex- 
plosion of dynamite in the water 
works tunnel being bored to North 
Kansas City. The.cause of the blast 
has not been determined. 

Rescue workers, who had toiled 
all day in the gas-ladened air of the 
tunnel, reached the bodies of the 
victims early tonight. All appar- 
ently had been killed instantly by 
the force of the blast, which did 
considerable damage to the bore. 

Although the explosion occurred 
at 5:25 a. m., the police and hos- 
pitals were not notified until about 
9:30 o'clock. 

Emergency crews were 
formed immediately.» Ambulances 
and pulmotors were. assembled, 
although there was slight chance of 
any man surviving the explosign or 
gas that collected afterward. 

The explosion attracted little at- 
tention at the surface, as the tunnel 
is being constructed 270 feet below 
the surface of the ground. Gas in 
the tunnel delayed the rescuers, as 
the ventilating system of the shaft 
was wrecked. 

The crew of eight men went to 
work at 11 o’clock last night. They 
had two cases of dynamite, both of 
which are believed to have explod- 
ed. 

The tunnel is a unit of Kansas 
City’s new water system, and will 
be used to bring water to the city 
from the plant located im North 
Kansas City.

The primaries held last Tuesday throw little

KEEP LEARNERS OUT OF TRAFFIC.

The crowded streets are not the place for

Traffic difficulties and dangers are enough to 
Stagger experienced drivers. An attempt by a 
novice to thread the congested streets is like 
inviting death to take the wheel. 

It is reported that learners are to be pro- 
vided with special 30-day permits which will 
entitle them to drive anywhere, provided thev 
@re accompanied by a licensed driver. This is 
a bad mistake. Learners have no right to 
risk their own and others’ lives by trying to 
handle a car in traffic. The fact that other 
cities permit learners to go into traffic is not 
sufficient warrant for making the same mis- 
take in Washington. There are outlying and 
little frequented streets and open spaces which 
could be allotted to learners for their practice, 
and they should be rigidly confined to those 
places until they have qualified as competent 
drivers.

That is the situation in the Senate. Hamilton, 
in the Federalist, pointed out that the Consti- 
tution would ovércome the fatal defect of the 
old confederation, which was based upon the 
rule of the unanimity of the States. 

The present rules of the Senate presuppose 
the*@xercise of senatorial courtesy. No sena- 
tor was expected to promote his private in- 
terests by exercising his veto power against 
general legislation. Still less was he expected 
to be so discourteous as to play the role of a 
gunman by holding up legislation until his 
demands were satisfjed. But the old senatorial 
courtesy has disappeared. It is not unusual 
for a senator to take advantage of the parlia- 
mentary situation in order to force the Senate 
to approve his private bill. A small minority 
ean organize a filibuster at certain junctures 
and compel the Senate to choose between 
granting its demands or forcing an extra ses- 
sion of Congress. 

When the country protests against this un- 
American system the cry goes up that the 
right of free speech is assailed. ‘‘The Senate 
is the last forum in the United States where 
the truth can be brought out,’ is the argu- 
ment of those who favor the filibuster system. 
But the argument is without merit. No one 
demands undue curtailment of debate. Every 
senator ought to have unquestioned right to 
speak on.any subject; but after he has exer- 
cised that right, he should be denied the power 
to prevent the Senate from voting. He can 
not be given the right to compel the Senate 
to grant- his demands as the price of doing 
business, without depriving the country of the 
unbribed and uncoerced judgment of the 
Senate.

NO MORE TAX REDUCTION. 


x The government’s finances do not seem tc 
warrant another reduction of taxes. ~ Between 
July 1 and September 15, the first two and a 
half months of this fiscal year, total ordinary 
receipts were approximately $486,000,000, or 
only $10,000,000 more than in the correspond- 
ing period last fiscal year. Income tax recelpts 
this month are less than they were last year. 

Income tax receipts are expected to decline 
during the next eight months, At the same 
time interest on the public debt will. remain 
approximately $10,000,000 a month, and oper- 
ating expenses of the government will be ap- 
proximately $156,000,000 a month.

MACHINERY ON THE FARM. 


Complaint is often made that the immigra- 
tion laws militate against the farmers. It is 
said that the tendency of restricted immigration 
is to increase farm wages and thus increase the 


cost of production of farm products, narrowing | 


the margin of profit to the farmers. 

In 1880 about 90 per cent of the people of 
the United States lived on farms or in agricul- 
tural communities. Today only about 28 per 
cent live on farms or in farm areas. Despite 
that fact the American food supply has not 
diminished, but has increased.. This is due to 


“the use of farm machinery. 


In large agricultural ‘areas a remarkable 
‘transformation is taking place. While farms 
and farm areas are diminishing, production is 
either on the increase or remaining steady. It 
is discovered thdt agriculturai areas having the 
largest crop acreage per worker have the high- 
est percentage of farm machinery. 

This means that in a short time the problem 
of farm labor-wvill be solved to a great degree. 
Machinery can do what thousands of laborers 
have been compelled to do. It is even said that 
before long 1,000,000 farm hands may be dis- 
pensed with, and machinery made to produce 
the same quantity of food products. 

In 1919 farm labor, together.with food pro- 
vided, cost the producers some $1,356,000,000. 
Much of this sum may be saved to the up-to- 
date farmers and added to the price they re- 


“ceive for their crops. 


This might be called an agricultural miracle; 
but it is possible. When agriculture is made a 
scientific, machine-producing industry with the 
farmers marketing their products, there will 
be no farm problem.

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The Harrison law—the Federal 
drug act—does not cover cannabis 
indica, just as it fails to protect 
against the use of several other 
habit-forming drugs. 


Dr. Simon found that the people 
of Louisiana use nearly a ton of 
opium a year, figuring morphine, 
paregoric and all other drugs of 
that group on an opium basis. This 
is nearly 5% grains for each person 
in the State. Since very little opi- 
ates are used for babies the per 
capita use by adults is much more 
than 5 grains per year. 

Of the amount consumed, very 
little is actually needed for the re- 
lief of suffering. In the Central 
Louisiana hospital at Pineville 
there are 1,140 inmates. Yet Dr. 
J. N. Thomas, the superintendent, 
found 7.5 grains of opium was 
enough to supply all the needs for 
one year. Had he used as much per 
capita as was used by the people of 
the State, about three-fourths of a 
pound would have been dispensed. 


Very few of the addicts are made 
90 by physicians’ prescriptions or 
dispensing, according to Dr. Simon. 
This opinion is in accord with that 
of others who have investigated the 
question. A certain proportion of 
the addicts use opiates because of 
disease or pain. The majority be- 
long to the underworld. They 
learned the trick in the underworld 
from underworld people.

count, himself an authority on 
hunts and hunting, has given us an 
accurate summary of as splendid a 
little dog as ever retrieved the birds 
his master shot or qualified in the 
widely different role of all-around 
house dog, playmate and devoted 
friend. 

These dogs of which De Foix 
wrote were of a breed from which 
our leading spaniel types of today 
were developed. They were bird- 
hunting dogs, of course, but as time 
went on changes took place in the 
particular sort of work they were 
called upon to do.

Suit yourself, therefore, in chosing 
him for color, but remember that 
whatever the shade of his long, 
silken hair, it must in fairness to 
himself and to you be kept well 
groomed and free of burrs, caked 
mud and other. bothersome things 
which it is sure to pick up from time 
to time, This grooming is better 
than frequent washings.

Attorney George P; Hoover first 
repeated the contention he had 
made earlier in the office of the 
corporation counsel that, since the 
reduction ordered by the commis- 
sion a year ago was pending in 
court on appeal by the company, 
the commission was without au- 
-thority to review the valuation of 
the company’s property and _ its 
rates based thereon, until the court 
had entered its decision. 


Stephens Was Ready. 


Mr. Stephens gathered his re- 
sources to reply to the argument. 
He was prepared to meet it. 

But Mr. Hoover continued and 
said that the commission itself had 
taken the same view in 1920 when, 
while a court appeal was pending 
in a rate case, the Potomac Elec- 
tric Power Co. asked for an in- 
crease in rates to meet mounting 
costs. The commission said it had 
no power to cpen the case, because 
of the temporary injunction pro- 
tecting the pendiug appeal. And the 
company had to so into court to 
ask for a modification of its own 
injunctiou b-foie the commission 
would co.;. « Oo a hearing. 

It. developed that Mr. Stephens 
himseif hia authorized the legal 
opinion cited by Mr. Hoover, but 
had not rec:l.el it when yester- 
day’s hearing wus proposed. 

No answer was attempted.: The 
commission instructed the corpora- 
tion counse!] to prepare an opinion 
on Attorney Hoover's coup and 
called off further hearing pending 
the submission of the opinion. 

Maj. W. FE. R. Covell, assistant to 
the engineer commissioner and 
executive officer of the public util- 
ities commission, stated that Dozier 
A. De Vane, general counsel for the 
company, had agreed not to resist 
application by the commission for 
permission of the court to proceed 
and it was indicated, after the ex- 
citement had died down, that this 
procedure might be adopted. It 
Was pointed out, however, that in 
this case it would not be the peti- 
tioner who had obtained the in- 
junction who would be asking for 
its modification, but the organiza- 
tion enjoined.

score, and the pair weré all even 
at the turn. , 

More than this, it was not until 
they had left the thirteenth green, 
after Diek Jones had missed a putt 
of about 20 inches for a half that 
Bobby, for gthe first time in the en- 
tire rqgund, was 1 up on his oppo- 
nent. From that moment until the 
last putt on the home green every 
hole was halved, and as Dick Jones 
made a birdie 4 on the eighteenth 
Bobby had to accomplish the same 
feat in order to save himself from 
going to an extra hole.

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NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, Sept. 15 (By A. P.).— 
The cotton market was lower today 
under continued liquidation, South- 
ern and local selling, which appeared 
to be inspired by expectations of 
fairly favorable mid-September crop 
figures and reports of increased spot 
offerings in some sections of the 
South. Prices for all months made 
new low ground for the movement, 
December contracts selling off to 
16.40, or 185 points below the high 
price touched just before the last gov- 
ernment crop report and 58 points 
net lower. They closed at 16.42, the 
general market closing barely steady 
at net declines of 50 to 52 points. 

The market opened at a decline of 
7 to 12 points under selling promoted 
by failure of early weather news to 
show any definite storm threat and 
relatively easy Liverpool cables. Re- 
ports that increased curtailment of 
yarn production in the American sec- 
tion of Lancashire might be recom- 
mended if business did not soon im- 
prove, was probably another factor 
of the decline, which carried prices 
about 24 to 25 points net lower in 
early trading. 

Rallies of 8 or 10 points followed 
the weekly report of the weather 
bureau which emphasized bullish fea- 
tures to rather a greater extent than 
expected, but they met increased of- 
ferings, the market reaching the low- 


October sold off to 16.22 and January 
to 16.47, net declines of about 53 
to 55 points on active months and the 
close was within 2 or 3 points of the 
lowest on most positions. 

Southern hedge selling was re- 
ported on the late decline, but the 
bulk of the offerings was attributed 
to liquidation of long accounts and 
the break below 76.50 for December 
brought out a good many stop or- 

ers. 

A private crop report estimated the 
yield at only 14,398,000 bales, but ap- 
peared to attract comparatively lit- 
tle attention and in spite of bullish 
features in the weekly weather re- 
view, late afternoon sellers were talk- 
ing the possibility of comparatively 
high mid-September conditions and 
crop figures. 

Exports for the day were 17,758 
bales, making 600,102 so far this sea- 
son. Port receipts, 46,632. United

It thus develops Mme, Entezam, 
who was Miss Margaret Hume and 
now is only 22 years old, has all 
the privileges of American citizen- 
ship, but is free from all obligations 
under the law so long as her hus- 
band remains at his diplomatic post 
here. 

Under an act of Congress, Sep- 
tember 22, 1922, it is provided in 
section 3 as follows: 

“That a woman citizen of the 
United States shall not cease to be 
a citizen of the United States by rea- 
son of her marriage after the pas- 
sage of this act, unless she makes a 
formal renunciation of her citizen- 
ship before a court having jurisdic- 
tion over naturalization of aliens, 
&c.”’

“A diplomatic representative,’’ 
is, stated, ‘‘possesses immunity from | 


can not be sued, arrested or punish- 
ed by the law of that country. 
Neither can he waive his privilege, 
for it belongs to his office, not to 
himself.’ 

It further is provided by law 
that “‘the personal immunity of a 
diplomatic agent extends to his 
household and especially to his sec- 
retaries.’’ 

The law provides severe punish- 
ment for any person who executes 
process on a foreign minister or a 
member of his household.

Nineteen junior high = school 
teachers will be required to refund 
to the government $500 already 
drawn in salary, in addition to los- 
ing $300 on their salary for the 
current year, as a result of mis- 
placements in their teaching status 
made since July 1, 1924, it was re- 
vealed by Supeintendent of Schools 
Frank W. Ballou at the board of 
education meeting yesterday.

Two others will neither profit nor 
lose, and it has not been yet de- 
termined how the remaining five 
will fare in the outcome.

Dr. Ballou in reporting this mix- 
up to the board yesterday stated 
that he considered it unfair to pe- 
nalize the teachers in a two-year 
retroactive fashion as that when 
the error in their status determina- 
tion at~that time was not due to 
their own fault. He was author- 
ized by the board to call the teach- 
ers affected into conference to see 
what legal steps, if any, could be 
taken for their protection. 

The retirement of John C. Nalle, 
colored, 78 years old, as supervis- 
ing principal, was approved by the 
board and Miss E. F. G. Merritt, 
director of primary instruction, was 
appointed to his place.
